They later bought the 
McCumber place and 800 
acres from Lucky Baldwin, 
their holdings comprising the 
present City of Sierra Madre. 
In 1882 the Carters built their 
home and it is in this home 
that Mrs. Carter will receive 
congratulations tomorrow. 


Noted Alienist Makes Plea 
Before K i w a n i s For 
Sterilization Of Unfit 


Legion State Commander 
Tells Aims Of Reds At 
Americanism Meeting 


Local Troops Will Assemble 
At City Hall To Hear Or¬ 
ders From Their Chief 


Safety Of School Buildings 
Proves Attractive To Resi¬ 
dents Of Nearby Cities 


Dr. Paul E. Bowers, noted 
alienist, who testified as an ex¬ 
pert in the murder trials of 
young Hickman, Ruth Judd and 
the Maasy’s in Honolulu, startled 
the members of Kiwanis at the 
Tuesday luncheon by a disclo¬ 
sure of the vast number of unfit 
humans allowed to exist without 
restraint, and the efforts of 
science to comb the present gen¬ 
eration for the purpose of insur¬ 
ing a finer race for the future. 

“Of the 6,000,000 examined for 
the World War, 1,200,000 were 
found unfit to send to the army,” 
said Dr. Bowers. "These were be¬ 
tween the ages of 21 and 35 
years. Somehow about 1,700 were 
sent to France by mistake." Dr. 
Bowers gave

President Roosevelt will issue his 
order to the kerchiefed youths by 
radio tomorrow morning from 9 
to 9:30 o'clock, when more than 
1,000,000 Boy Scouts and more 
than 200,000 Scout leaders 
throughout the country will mo¬ 
bilize in district gatherings to get 
their orders. 

Local Scouts and Scouters will 
meet in the Council Chamber ot 
the City Hall at 8:15 p.m. Troop 
t at this time will receive the 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
1933 ten-year program awara 
The award is made for a 50 per 
cent net increase over a period 
of ten years and for fulfilment of 
1 the regulation program. 

No one knows what job the 
President is going to assign the 
boys. It will be given on the 
twenty-fourth birthday of the 
founding of the Scout organiza¬ 
tion in America. The President 
and Harry L. Hopkins, federal 
relief administrator, are working 
out the plan. 

As soon as the President's 
broadcast closes at 9:30 a.m. to¬ 
morrow the number of Scouts 
present, the number of Scouters, 
the number of troops and visi¬ 
tors present will be telephoned to 
headquarters for this district in 
Pasadena, where it will be re¬ 
layed to National Office. At the 
close of the mobilization, head¬ 
quarters will be notified in writ¬ 
ing of the plan agreed upon for 
local cooperation in the civic 
service outlined by the President. 

Judge Samuel R. Blake of the 
Juvenile Court of Los Angeles, 
and Sheriff E. W. Biscailuz will 
be the principal speakers on the 
“Oldtimers’ Roundup” of com¬ 
rades and Scout leaders, which is 
planned for this evening at the 
McKinley Junior High School au¬ 
ditorium, Delmar and Oak Knoll 
streets, Pasadena, at 7:30 p.m. 
In addition to these two men, 
Jack Dunlop will represent the 
American Legion, as vice-com¬ 
mander for this district, and B. 
M. McGee will present a cowboy 
act. 

The program has been planned 
for all scouts and scouters, who 
have had five years or more of 
service in scouting and for all 
former scouts and scouters, who 
have reached their 21st birthday. 
It is a big roundup for the whole 
council, and will embrace all of 
the towns in the San Gabriel j 
Valley. 1

Commander Chaillaux isn’t an 
orator, but he was loaded with 
facts and figures that he let fly 
like a machine gun for half an 
hour, during which he discussed 
the four point program of the 
American Legion, bespoke sup¬ 
port for the Boy Scouts and 
Campfire Girls, deplored the dis¬ 
position to curtail educational fa¬ 
cilities in the name of economy 
and scolded the government for 
its toleration o. Communists ano 
undesirable aliens. His address 
was as instructive as it was in¬ 
teresting. 

Having gone into the San 
Jaoquin valley during the recent 
strikes and riots and mingled 
with the rioters he was able to 
give first hand and most inter¬ 
esting information about plans of 
the Reds that incited disorder 
there. Communist leaders told 
him of their destructive plans 
. . . of their intention to invade 
the Imperial valley during the 
truck harvesting season there dur 
ing the winter and later to fol¬ 
low up in the harvesting season 
in the peach, pear, grape and 
apricot areas . . . everywhere tc 
create dissension, resort to vio¬ 
lence and destroy property and 
tranquility. It was in this con 
rection that he contrasted the 
survellience foreigners in other 
lands are subjected to and urged 
adoption of a sweeping law that 
would call for the immediate de¬ 
portation of all aliens who are 
spreading Red propaganda. 

Reduction of the educational 
program, he urged, was absurd 
in face of the fact that Ameri¬ 
cans spent half a billion dollars 
more for tobacco last year than 
the three billions appropriated 
for education, while women spent 
comparatively only a trifle less 
for beauty treatments and cos¬ 
metics. 

War veterans were misled, he 
said, when their compensations 
had been reduced $256,000,000 in 
an alleged effort to "save the 
Nation’s credit' 'a year ago. They 
were informed that disabled men 
would not be disturbed while as 
a matter of fact 33 per cent 
was lopped off the allowance to 
men who had actually lost limbs, 
their eyesight or been otherwise 
disabled. While the veterans were 
receiving these drastic slashes the 
government was in the midst ot 
an unheard of orgy of spending. 
The recent legislation that was 
alleged to restore compensation 
was misleading, Chaillaux said, 
because it actually did restore 
only about $12,000,000 of the 
$256,000,000 taken from the World 
War veterans a year ago. 

The Legion universal conscrip¬ 
tion bill designed to take the 
profit out of war will be intro¬ 
duced in Congress next month, he 
said. It will provide that in case 
of war, prices of commodities 
will remain the same and all in¬ 
dustries will be drafted the same 
as men. Also, 95 per cent of 
profits made will go to the gov¬ 
ernment. eliminating profiteering. 
More than 20.000 new million- 
naires were created out of the 
last World War Chaillaux said.

these figures to 
show the percentage of weaklings 
afflicted with feeble minds, or 
other disability, yet were permit¬ 
ted to marry and thus handi¬ 
cap the unborn. 

In 1912, Dr. Bowdrs said, a 
Eugenic congress was held in 
London .attended by men of sci¬ 
ence from England and America. 
Despite opposition from certain 
religious sects and societies, the 
congress approved sterilization. 
Since then the idea has gained 
attention all over the world, and 
today many individuals are vol¬ 
unteering for sterilization. 

Dr. Bowers told of experiments 
made with animals and flowers, 
and the known result of some 
human breedings. He said that 
man can never exceed his own 
gifts, that the good gifts come 
from heritage, not from environ¬ 
ment. He emphasized the short¬ 
sightedness of society in general 
on this subject and quoted verses 
of the Bible that he thought 
would apply to his ideas. In the 
State of California during the 
past 20 years, 10,000 persons 
have been sterilized with no ill 
result, he said. 

Dr. Bowers referred to the 

Hitler regime in Germany. He 

thought the act of sterilization 
of the unfit would be a great 
thing for the coming Germany. 
Closing his talk the doctor gave 
an astounding number of figures 
of institutions and money spent 
yearly for the care of the help¬ 
less.

Creator Of Educational Dolls 
And Author Of Songs And 
Verse Laid To Rest 


Mrs. Elizabeth Ellis Scantle¬ 
bury passed away at the home of 
her daughter, Mrs. L. C. Wright 
of 2515 Birch street, Alhambra, 
on Sunday afternoon, February 4. 

For five years previous to July 
1928 Mrs. Scantlebury was a 
resident of Sierra Madre, where 
she took an active part in both 
the Sierra Madre Woman's Club 
and the Congregational Church. 

Mrs. Scantlebury was born in 
Summerhill, near St. John, New 
Brunswick, in which city her fam¬ 
ily had lived for several genera¬ 
tions. Her parents moved to 
Maine, when she was a small 
child and during her girlhood and 
most of her married life she lived 
ir New England. Her husband, S. 
C. Scantlebury, died in November 
1925, while the family was re¬ 
siding in Sierra Madre. 

When a resident of Springfield. 
Mass., Mrs. Scantlebury worked 
out the idea of her educational 
dolls, which were first used in 
the schools there, and later In 
many parts of the world. From 
these dolls, which were first used 
in connection with the teaching 
of geography, grew the idea of 
the Period Dolls, some of which 
are now in the Children's Mu¬ 
seum, Newark, N.J., the Junior 
College of Santa Maria, Calif, 
and Washington State College. 

For years Mrs. Scantlebury has 
written verse, and some of her 
children's poems have been set 
to music. Oscar Rasbacb, now of 
San Marino, wrote the music for 
her “Laughing Brook.” This he 
dedicated to Madam Schuman 
I-Ieinck, who uses it as one of 
her encores.

It is planned to plant 1000 
acres by March 1 with an addi¬ 
tional 1000 acres slated for cul¬ 
tivation a few weeks later, pro 
vided land can be secured.

The end of 1933 and the be¬ 
ginning of 1934 witnessed an im¬ 
provement in general business. 
The decline in production, which 
followed the July peak and wiped 
out the bulk of spring and sum¬ 
mer grains, was reversed. Contra- 
seasonal improvement occurred in 
a number of lines as it did the 
first half of last year. There 
seems to be a more hopeful out¬ 
look on the part of leaders of a 
number of basic industries. The 
hystrical excitement which fol¬ 
lowed the creation of the NR A 
and other phases of the re¬ 
covery program is being replaced 
by a more stable and realistic 
viewpoint. Of importance to busi¬ 
ness generally is the allaying of 
the fear that the government 
would embark on inflation by fiat 
money—it is believed that the 
President’s move to stabilize sil¬ 
ver, and the bill to devaluate the 
dollar, make the issuance of 
printing-press money highly im¬ 
probable. 

It is doubtful if the current 
Congress will be so important to 
business as most sessions are, in¬ 
asmuch as it is largely a rubber- 
stamp body, which follows the 
wishes of the President from A 
to Z. Mr. Roosevelt’s plans, in 
general, are well known, and to 
that extent there is less uncer¬ 
tainty over legislative activity 1

At Mt. Lassen 


Accomplishes Rare Feat Of 
’ Scaling Volcanic Peak 
In Midwinter 

Lester Bodine, of Sierra Madre. 
and L. S .Wright, of Red Bluff, 
* successfully scaled the steep icy 
slopes of Lassen Peak on Fri¬ 
day and had the unusual ex¬ 
perience of placing their names 
in the register at the topmost 
pinnacle of Lassen In the month 
jOf February. 

Both Wright and Bodine are 
employees in Lassen Volcanic Na¬ 
tional Park, and took this occa 
sion of their days off to make 
the hazardous climb. Only a very 
few persons have climbed Lassen 
Peak in winter. 

Both were equipped with icc 
axes and crampons for clinging 
to the icy slopes. Skis were used 
only to the foot of the moun¬ 
tain. The good weather, suitable 
equipment and excellent physical 
condition of the men made the 
trip comparatively easy, they 
state. 

No evidence of smoke or erup¬ 
tive material was found, but the 
steam from the vents in the cra¬ 
ter were steaming as usual. In 
the cold, still air, this steam 
loomed up in very spectacular 
manner. A few days ago many 
persons in Red Bluff and Red¬ 
ding witnessed clouds overhang¬ 
ing the Peak which caused many 
to believe that Lassen was smok¬ 
ing. Friday's trip confirmed the 
statement of R. H. Finch, Gov¬ 
ernment volcanologist in chargo 
of the U. S. Geological Survey 
Lassen Observatory, that such re¬ 
ports of eruption were unfounded.

Service has just launched in Los 
Angeles County a sweeping rat 
survey, while starting a deter¬ 
mined campaign to eradicate 
these pests. Co-ordinating rodent 
control work of the County 
Health Department, Los Angeles 
City Health Department, and 
health departments of incorpora¬ 
ted cities, the Federal Public 
Health Service will have 350 men 
in the field by the end of the 
week .Dr. H. J. Warner, Senior 
Surgeon, U.S.P.H.S., at San 
Pedro, is Medical Officer in 
charge. 

For the warfare against rats, 
Los Angeles County is divided 
into two districts. Major H. E. 
Kunkel is field supervisor of the 
northern district in which this 
city is located. 

An ectoparasitic survey will 
determine presence of fleas, mites 
an dother agencies of transmit¬ 
ting disease carried by rats. Rats 
also will be killed to diminish 
the tremendous economic losses 
resulting from their destruction 
of foodstuffs and other materials. 

Under the Federal drive, every 
acre of Los Angeles County will 
be surveyed. It will be one of the 
most thorough campaigns of its 
kind in the country.

students to work before their 
easel standing. There are any 
number of other reasons, too. 

There is nothing more difficult, 
to depict than the human form, j 
and, paradoxical as it may seem, j 
there is no form or object on 
earth with which the layman is 
as familiar—when it comes to 
general form and proportions. 
This can be explained by the 
fact that we all are endowed with 
a body that more or less is in 
proportion. The least abnormality 
in the human body is quickly ob¬ 
served by any one with normal 
eyesight. The fat comedian tickles 
our humor because he is out of 
drawing like the ones we see in 
the comic strips.
